Some students do not know how far 
the PHHS Media Center has come in recent 
years, as far as technology and organization 
are concerned. Under the leadership of Mr. 
McCabe and Mr. Wing, PHHS’s library has 
been transformed into the resource rich 
educational facility it is today. The new 
technology has emerged as the old card 
catalog was exchanged for the new easy-to- 
use computer program. Instead of researching 
from encyclopedic books, students type in 
the subject they want information on and print 
out more current news. Also the library has 
added Internet accessible computers, which 
are also CD-Rom accessible. Mr. Wing 
comments “It seems that more and more items 
are becoming computerized so students need 
to get comfortable with this or they will be 
lost very soon.”

Tired of the same dried up textbooks, 
excitement starved lectures, and boring 
homework assignments? As much as 
students have come to know and love these 
time-tested methods of teaching, a little variety 
once in a while never hurt anyone. So, in an 
attempt to liven things up a bit, many teachers 
assign their classes projects . Not only does 
this make the lesson plan somewhat more 
appealing, some students find it easier to learn 
this way. 

Often times, projects go hand in hand 
with group work (i.e. cooperative learning) and 
presentations. Presentations serve as a 
means for students to share what they have 
learned in the course of their research with 
the entire class. Depending on how good their 
public speaking abilities are, standing up in 
front of their peers can be a nerve racking 
experience. However, working with other 
people to get their ideas across aids in the 
process. 

Variety and extent of the project is 
limited only by the teacher or student’s 


imagination. One example of resourceful 
teaching is the activity done by Mr. 
Morhovich’s geometry classes. In this 
activity, students put their knowledge of 
geometry to use as they build large size 
triangles, rectangles, and rhombuses by 
pounding stakes into the ground for points of 
reference. Another creative assignment is one 
given to Mrs. Foxlee’s literature classes. 
During the project, students are divided into 
groups and must present one Shakespearean 
play to the class by making a video or acting 
it out in front of the class. The result was a 
surprising enthusiasm from students.

How do we solve some of life’s 
problems and/or biggest questions? 
Experiments! No matter where one looks 
some kind of experiment will be going on. 

In PHHS, students mostly performed 
experiments in their math and science 
classes. The experiments went from simple 
to complex, ranging from ecology jars to 
fireworks. There were many different types of 
experiments involving chemicals, 
measurements, mosses, animals, and 
ecosystems. One thing all school experiments 
involved students! 

Many will remember these 
experiences. Junior Ashley May said ‘My 
favorite experiment was when we lit flames 
with certain salts, and it turned the flame a 
different color for each salt. We did this in CP 
Chemistry." 

Jonathan Beem, a junior, said that 
his favorite experiment was “When the plastics 
guy came into chemistry and we got to do 
some hands on projects where we made some 
materials by mixing stuff." 


Stephen Hohmann said that one 
experiment he thought was fun was “Flaming 
Gas Bubbles. It was just cool.” Freshman 
David Phu felt experiments were educational. 

In all experiments and labs, students 
had to follow the safety rules and be very 
careful around chemicals. Most experiments 
are safe, but some could go awry if 
calculations were off or another problem 
occurred. Biology teacher Mr. Christick said 
he had an experiment go wrong in his class: 
“I had an advanced student start a bulletin 
board on fire with an experiment. "That danger 
was one of the attractions for students, who 
enjoyed the chance to work with chemicals 
that they were not able to use at home. 
Experiments are often fun for students to 
perform, and can also be very exciting to do. 

Some of the neatest experiments 
occurred in the walls of this school; it is a 
great school work tradition that needs to 
continue for years to come.

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SADD, (Students Against Drunk 
Driving), goal was to help educate their peers 
and the community about the dangers of 
drinking and driving. Working together with 
MADD, (Mothers Against Drunk Driving) 
SADD participated in activities such as: 
fundraisers, the mock crash, a candle light 
vigil, and many other activities raise awamess 
in the community. 

In combination SADD, MADD, 
fundraisers were a basis for largely expensive 
activities. Fundraising activites such as 
wrapping gifts at Christmas time, selling candy 
bars in the winter, washing cars in the spring, 
showing cars in the summer, and selling 
baked goods throughout the year were several 
SADD money making ventures. MADD and 
SADD shared the profits and man power for 
both to help get the word out.

Hattie Monzo’s favortie activity was, 
“going to different schools and talking about 
SADD and what we do to spread the word.” To 
educate the community, “My favorite activity 
was when we went to Lakeside Park and did 
a haunted house,” said Amy Henderson. 

Perhaps one of SADD’s biggest 
events takes place biannually. The 2000 Mock 
Crash simulated four drunken teens on prom 
night crashing into a vehicle carrying a mother, 
father, and child. The prom queen died and so 
did one of the infant child’s parents. The juniors 
and seniors were taken out of their 6th hour 
classes to go out to the driver’s training strip 
where the crash had already taken place. 
Ambulances rush to the mock crash scene, 
taking away the two dead people: three 
drunken teenagers and a distraught parent and 
screaming child. This powerful event 
discourages teens from drinking and driving 
on prom night. 

Working side by side, SADD and 
MADD did their best to be an influnential part 
in the fight against drunk driving.

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Seventy-eight years ago the National 
Honor Society chapter became a part of PHHS 
making it one of the oldest chapters of the 
NHS and one of the clubs with the longest 
history in the school .With only five members, 
who would ever think it would build to the 1 36 
members that exists here today. 

Even after withstanding the test of 
time the organization is still based on its four 
original pillars -- scholarship, leadership, 
character, and service.

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To prepare for competition, Junior 
Sara Lynch describes the detail which must 
be paid attention to. “It takes a long time to 
get ready, especially for showmanship. The 
horse must be clipped and bathed before the 
day of the show... I have a gray horse and had 
to use baby powder to get her really white." 
Needless to say, there is more to being an 
equestrian than just riding horses. Few people 
understand the degree of dedication it takes 
to be part of the equestrian team and just 
how much effort is put into each and every 
show or competition. Also unbeknownst to 
many is the exactness that each rider and 
horse is judged upon. 

There are three basic divisions of 
riding. Western riding encompasses such 
events as bareback, reining, and equitation, 
which is the actual showing of the horse. 
Saddleseat includes equitation, bareback, and 
also pattern. The third category is Huntseat, 
which involves jumping over fences. Trails, 
flag racing, the Clover Leaf race, and the two 
person relay are collectively known as the 
Speed Events. All of these events were part 


of the Michigan Interscholastic Horse 
Association District Meet. Here, the Big Reds 
came in second place with 562 points as 
compared with the first place team’s (Yale) 
626 points and the third place team’s 
(Eisenhower) 381 points. Riders were judged 
on appearance, posture, the posture of their 
horse, and of course, the technical 
maneuvers. 

Though competition is a prominent 
aspect of Equestrian, self improvement and 
team work also factor into the equation. Many 
of the team members have been around 
horses for the majority of their lives and are 
pleased to find others with similar interests. 
Sophmore Timothy Arnold commented on his 
favorite part of Equestrian, “Evaluating and 
improving myself. Everybody helps you learn 
new things." Junior Earl Hanselman, who has 
been riding horses for ten years, says that he 
benefits from the teamwork involved. Colleen 
Smith (2004) sums up her experience. “I’ve 
been with horses all of my life, but nothing 
has been as fun as riding on the Equestrian 
team."
